Shopko 
Hometown 
Store confirms 
April closing, 
25-30 jobs lost

A local retail department 
store recently announced that 
it’s closing its doors in the 
next few months. 

“I can confirm that our 
Shopko Hometown Store in 
Liberty is closing. The store 
will begin the liquidation 
process with an anticipated 


closing date of April 4,” said 
Michelle Hansen, manager of 
public relations at Shopko in 
Green Bay, Wise., adding the 
store was not performing “at 
an adequate level.” 

About 25-30 full and part 
time employees will lose their 
jobs. 

“We make every effort to 
transfer those interested in 
positions in other company 
locations and in every case 


we offer our teammates sev¬ 
erance and benefits according 
to Shopko guidelines,” she 
said. 

Hansen said that in ad¬ 
dition to Liberty, stores in 
Munfordville and Hodgen- 
ville are closing, leaving two 
stores operating in Kentucky 
— Brandenburg, in Meade 
County, and Marion, in Crit¬ 
tenden County. 

As for the disposition of 


the store building in Liberty, 
Hansen referred questions to 
their real estate department. 

Calls to that department 
weren’t immediately re¬ 
turned. 

Shopko, located at 671 
Wolford Avenue, has been 
in Liberty since 2000 when 
it first opened its doors as 
Pamida. 

The merger with Shopko 
was completed in late 2012.

With colder temperatures and 
winter weather on the rise, Casey 
County is already feeling the 
impact with power outages and 
school cancellations. Officials 
urge residents to be prepared as 
cold weather continues this win¬ 
ter. 

Morning power outage 

A broken connector located on 
a power line on Wallace Wilkin¬ 
son Blvd. near Pizza Hut, left 
875 Kentucky Utilities customers 
without power from 6:10 a.m to 
about 8 a.m. Thursday morning 
(Jan. 8), according to KU spokes¬ 
man Cliff Feltham. 

All but 50 customers were back 
online by 8, he added. 

Cold snap cancels classes 

Due to extremely cold and dan¬ 
gerous temperatures, classes for 


Casey County students were can¬ 
celled on Thursday, Jan. 8. 

Ultimately the call was made by 
Superintendent Marion Sowders, 
who said the decision was based 
on a few different factors but in 
large, this time was due to wind 
chill factors that were below 
zero. 

“That has a huge impact,” 
Sowders said. “We network with 
all of our surrounding districts 
to see what their plan is and of 
course most of them were clos¬ 
ing,” Sowders said. 

Classes were cancelled once 
more on Tuesday (Jan. 13) due to 
a wet, wintery mix that fell on the 
roads over night and left patches 
of black ice on roadways across 
Kentucky. 

Fire safety 

As residents battle this winter’s 
colder temperatures, Liberty Fire 
Chief Rodger Martin has several 
tips on how to heat your home 
safely while preventing the pos¬ 


sibility of fire. 

“There are several fires a year 
due to space heaters catching 
curtains on fire,” Martin said. 
“You’ve got to be careful with 
space heaters and allow plenty 
of open room all the way around 
them. It’s important to keep them 
away from curtains and drapes.” 

For those using wood-burning 
stoves, Martin suggests checking 
chimneys to make sure they are 
clear and not caked in creosote. 
Also, residents should make sure 
they are disposing of ashes from 
stoves properly. 

“Ashes can stay hot for a while 
and start a fire several hours af¬ 
ter you’ve dumped them,” Martin 
said. “Take your ashes out away 
from your house and dispose of 
them safely.” 

Another important reminder 
Martin mentioned was not to 
overload electrical sockets. 

“Don’t plug everything in all at 
once,” he said.

Lori and I were putting 
up groceries while our two 
year old grandson, Eli, was 
making himself at home, 
sitting there cross legged on 
the kitchen cabinet, chomp¬ 
ing on a cookie. He reached 
for a bag of frozen strawber¬ 
ries I had set next to him. 

“You can’t have those, 
Eli,” I smiled. “They’re fro¬ 
zen.” 

At the word, “frozen,” 
he promptly began sing¬ 
ing, “Let it go, let it go, let 
it go.” 

Lori laughed; I was con¬ 
fused. 

She had to explain that 
“Let It Go,” is a song from 
the animated Disney movie, 
Frozen. 

I was clueless, so Lori 
pulled it up on her phone. 
Seconds later we were lis¬ 
tening to Idina Menzel belt 
out the words, “let it go,” 
while Eli sang right along 
with her. 

Frozen has been im¬ 
mensely successful, the 
highest-grossing animated 
movie of all time, and a 
huge reason is the sound¬ 
track. Since Disney upload¬ 
ed the song, “Let It Go,” it 
has attracted almost 180 
million views. 

It‘s one of those songs 
that gets stuck in your head, 
one that kids love to sing 
over and over and over and 
makes parents wonder why 
they ever let the kids hear 
the song in the first place. 

I know I’m taking the 
song out of its context, but 
“let it go,” can be a power¬ 
ful mantra if it means being 
liberated from past mistakes 
that keep you from becom¬ 
ing who you are meant to 
be. 

The inspiration for the 
song, according to compos¬ 
er Robert Lopez, who co¬ 
wrote it with his wife Kris¬ 
ten Anderson-Lopez, came 
from their two daughters. 
Lopez told the Los Angeles 
Times the song was meant to 
“instill in them the idea that 
fear and shame shouldn’t 
prevent them from being 
the magical people they re¬ 
ally are.” 

For most people, that’s 
not going to happen as long 
they keep it and refuse to let 
it go. By “it” I mean emo¬ 
tions such as resentment, 
fear, anger, and hostility— 
feelings harbored because 
of wrongly placed identity 
labels that plague people 
and tie them to a destiny 
they were never meant to 
fulfill. 

Becoming the magical, 
unique person you are in¬ 
tended to become involves 
letting some things go. 

But ah, the strange sat¬ 
isfaction that many people 
have in keeping it instead 
of letting it go, that bizarre 
pleasure of nursing hurts— 
some from personal failure, 
others from undeserved 
assaults—that indulgence 
in misery that is part and 
parcel of tucking those inju¬ 
ries into the deepest, darkest 
places of the psyche, that 
habitual massaging of them 
that enables them to become 
an inner haven of comfort

and justifies the refusal of 
letting it go. 

But there are consequenc¬ 
es that come with keeping it 
instead of letting it go. 

A potent mixture of bit¬ 
terness, anger, hostility, 
and resentment have spe¬ 
cific physiological con¬ 
sequences, including in¬ 
creased blood pressure and 
hormonal changes linked to 
cardiovascular disease, im¬ 
mune suppression and even 
impaired neurological func¬ 
tion and memory, according 
to research cited by Jor- 
dana Lewis and Jerry Adler 
(washingtonpost. com). 

Living a life characterized 
by retribution— the con¬ 
stant desire to seek revenge 
and air every grievance—is 
detrimental to your health. 
Living a “let it go” kind of 
life is actually health en¬ 
hancing. 

As Dr. Dean Ornish, Clin¬ 
ical Professor of Medicine 
at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, San Francisco, put it, 
“When I talk about forgiv- 
enss, I mean letting go, not 
excusing the other person 
or reconciling with them or 
condoning the behavior... 
Just letting go of your own 
suffering.” 

It’s a concept that’s 
grounded in Scripture. One 
of the words translated from 
the Greek, the language of 
the New Testament, for the 
word, forgiveness, literally 
means to “send away,” or 
“let go.” Matthew used the 
word, for instance, in his 
Gospel to record what Je¬ 
sus said in that portion of 
the Sermon on the Mount 
we call The Lord’s Prayer: 
“Forgive us our sins, as we 
have forgiven those who 
sin against us” (Matthew 6 
: 12 ). 

If Jesus told his followers 
to ask God to let it go when 
they had sinned, why can’t 
we let it go with others? 

Undoubtedly, there are 
wrongs all of us need to let 
go. 

Eli sings “let it go,” not 
for past personal failure or 
wrongs done to him by oth¬ 
ers, but more likely because 
of something musicologists 
call “earworms,” tunes with 
long notes and intervals that 
are very close together and 
somehow make for musi¬ 
cal compositions that lend 
themselves to repetition. 

But I hope Eli will one 
day experience the freedom 
that comes with letting it go. 
For as much as I would love 
to prevent it, not all that is 
good will always happen to 
his now innocent self. And 
when bad things do happen, 
whether they’re self-inflict¬ 
ed or done by others, all we 
can hope for is the grace to 
let it go.

State senate right to 
protect the unborn 


One thing I’ve learned 
in covering politics in Ken¬ 
tucky, two issues stand out 
in conservative, Republican 
areas of the state — gay 
rights and abortion. 

To answer these in the 
sense of being pro-life and 
pro-family pretty much as¬ 
sures conservative voters 
will give the nod to a par¬ 
ticular candidate. 

That’s a two-pronged 
question I unashamedly ask 
candidates when they “poli¬ 
tic” in Casey County. 

Democratic U.S. Senate 
candidate Alison Lunder- 
gan Grimes once gave me 
a non-committal answer 
on the abortion question, 
telling me that should be a 
decision between a woman, 
her doctor, and her God. 
She wouldn’t give me a yes 
or no response as to how 
she stood. 

However, it’s also an is¬ 
sue that the State Senate 
expounded clearly upon on 
Friday, passing an abortion- 
related bill by a 30-5 vote. 

Sen. Julie Raque Adams, 
R-Louisville, sponsored 
Senate Bill 4, which calls 
for a pregnant woman to 
have a face-to-face meeting 
with a healthcare provider 



at least 24 hours before an 
abortion. 

According to a press re¬ 
lease from the Legislative 
Research Commission in 
Frankfort, Adams said cur¬ 
rent law states a physician, 
licensed nurse, physician as¬ 
sistant or social worker must 
verbally inform the woman 
of the medical risks and 
abortion alternatives at least 
24-hours before an abortion, 
but it does not specify that 
the information be given in 
a face-to face meeting. She 
said it is sometimes done via 
a recorded telephone mes¬ 
sage. 

“The importance of a 
face-to-face medical con¬ 
sultation prior to consenting 
to a surgical procedure is a 
widely accepted medical 
standard of care - and Ken¬ 
tucky women deserve no 
less,” Raque said. 

Sen. Mike Wilson, R- 
Bowling Green, said abor¬ 
tion-related measures always 


prompt a lot of discussion 
about women’s rights but 
not about a baby’s rights. 

“Somebody has to be the 
voice of those children ... ,” 
he said. “Life begins at con¬ 
ception,” Wilson is quoted 
as saying. 

I have spoken several 
times to our representatives, 
Sen. Jimmy Higdon and 
Rep. Mike Harmon, about 
where they stand on the 
abortion issue. 

Both are unashamedly 
pro-life and I’m thankful for 
that, for this isn’t a politi¬ 
cal issue but these are lives 
we’re talking about. 

I am of the opinion that 
life does indeed begin at 
conception as God intended 
it to and I make no apologies 
for my belief. 

The land in this country 
is soaked with the blood of 
the unborn and I applaud 
any measure our Kentucky 
lawmakers take to make a 
mother stop and think about 
a critical decision such as 
ending a life in an abortion. 

I have no idea how this 
bill will be received in the 
Democratically controlled 
House of Representatives. If 
it passes the House, will the 
governor sign it into law? 


Two Democrats in the 
legislature have already 
expressed their displeasure 
with this bill, the press re¬ 
lease stated. 

Sen. Denise Harper An¬ 
gel, D-Louisville, explained 
why she voted against the 
bill. 

“‘This bill is just another 
annual assault on women’s 
right to make a personal 
decision,’ she said. ‘It is de¬ 
meaning to all women and 
particularly burdensome on 
working women and women 
in rural areas. Politics don’t 
belong in the exam room.’” 

Sen. Reginald Thomas, D- 
Lexington, was also against 
the bill. 

‘“I don’t know why it is 
we have to impose upon 
these women a guilt trip...,” 
he said. 

“Politics,” “guilt trip?” 

Life and death decisions 
should be pondered and the 
lives of unborn children do 
indeed matter. 

This is an important bill 
and I hope it makes it into 
law.

Boehner's wrath gone wrong 


If you didn’t watch the 
114th Congress vote on 
the new Speaker of the 
House, then you missed 
quite a show. 

Like many, I believed 
that Rep. John Boehner 
would be voted into the 
seat with no opposition, 
until whispers started 
spreading across the inter¬ 
net and social media. 

Suddenly, phone calls 
began jamming the lines of 
district and Capitol offices 
of House GOP leadership 
and constituents began 
demanding that their rep¬ 
resentatives vote against 
Boehner. 

The numbers of those 
stepping up to the call 
began to grow and when 
the time came to vote, 24 
Republicans voted against 
Boehner on Tuesday, many 
of whom said they did so 
for their constituents. 

Boehner was still elect¬ 
ed with 216 votes, secur¬ 
ing the 205 he needed to 
obtain the Speaker’s seat. 

Rather than taking the 
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opposition’s voting deci¬ 
sions into serious consid¬ 
eration, Boehner set out to 
punish those who sprang 
up against him by strip¬ 
ping them from their com¬ 
mittees, further agitating 
GOP leadership and their 
constituents. 

In a press release on Jan. 
8, Rep. Thomas Massie and 
Jim Bridenstine wrote: 

“According to the Con¬ 
gressional Record, Con¬ 
gressmen Daniel Webster 
and Richard Nugent, mem¬ 
bers who voted against 
John Boehner as Speaker 
of the House, have been 
kicked off the Rules Com¬ 
mittee. 

This retribution com¬ 
promises the ability of 
members of Congress to 
faithfully represent their 


constituents and subverts 
our representative democ¬ 
racy. 

The Speaker must im¬ 
mediately reinstate these 
members. 

No member should be 
punished for voting ac¬ 
cording to his or her con¬ 
science. 

We expect other mem¬ 
bers of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives to condemn 
this act of political retribu¬ 
tion.” 

Massie was one of the 24 
who voted against Speaker 
Boehner’s re-election and 
he did so based on what 
his constituents asked him 
to do. 

So by punishing those 
who have spoken out 
against him, is Boehner 
really sending a positive 
message here about Amer¬ 
ican democracy? 

If members of the 
House, who are elected to 
represent the beliefs and 
opinions of their constitu¬ 
ents, are not allowed to 
vote based on the voice of 


the people they represent, 
why are they even there? 

Rather than asking these 
representatives why their 
constituents were opposed 
to him, Boehner decided 
silencing them would be 
more effective. 

Congress was back in 
session for less than a week 
and already tensions were 
re-heated with the Speaker 
of the House election as 
well as the Keystone XL 
Pipeline proposal, which 
the president clearly stated 
he would veto. 

I was incredibly disap¬ 
pointed by the way things 
began with the start of 
a new year- firstly, by 
Boehner, and secondly, by 
the president of the United 
States who thinks drawing 
a big “NO” on every piece 
of legislation put forth is 
a productive way to get 
things done. 

This sure was a rough 
start to what was supposed 
to be a new beginning. 

I only hope things get 
better from here.

Multiple accidents injure motorists, pedestrian

Several accidents oc¬ 
curred last week, including a 
rollover accident and a man 
who was struck by a vehicle 
while removing a tree limb 
from the roadway. In another 
incident, a man was ejected 
from his vehicle after col¬ 
liding with a semi-truck on 
Shorttown Road. 

Jan. 6 

According to a Kentucky 
State Police press release, 
Trooper Adam Likins is in¬ 
vestigating a collision that 
occurred on Tuesday at 7:06 
p.m. on Ky. 70, about a mile 
east of Yosemite. 

The report states that 
Johnathan Kelley, 33, of 
Danville, was traveling west 
on Ky. 70 in a 2001 Jeep 
when he struck Tyler Barrett, 
25, of Yosemite, who was 
in the road removing a tree 
limb. 

Barrett had cut the limb 
from a tree in the yard of his 
residence. He was transport¬ 
ed by Casey County EMS 
to Casey County Hospital 
where he was treated and re¬ 
leased. 

Kelley and his passenger, 
Derek York, 24, of Danville, 
were not injured. 

Jan. 8 

Samantha Hodge, 29, of 


225 Nicholas Road, Waynes- 
burg, was traveling east on 
Ky. 70 at 3:53 p.m. when she 
ran off the right side of the 
roadway, overcorrected and 
crossed the center line into 
the westbound lane, accord¬ 
ing to a report by Deputy 
Sheriff Chad Weddle. 

The 2001 Ford Explorer 
continued off road, strik¬ 
ing a woven wire fence and 
flipping several times before 
coming to rest on its side, the 
report states. 

Passengers in the vehicle 
included three children - Lo¬ 
gan Goodin, 5; Haley Goo¬ 
din, 9, and Trenton Goodin, 
7 - all of whom were trans¬ 
ported by Casey County 
EMS to Casey County Hos¬ 
pital for treatment of possible 
head and back injuries, the 
report states. 

Jan. 12 

A man was ejected from 
his vehicle after colliding 
with a semi-truck on Short- 
town Road Monday after¬ 
noon. 

According to Casey Coun¬ 
ty Deputy Sheriff Freeman 
Luttrell, Dustin Adams, 30, 
was traveling westbound on 
Shorttown Road at about 
4:20 p.m. when he lost con¬ 
trol of his vehicle, crossed 
the center line and into the 
path of a semi-truck operated 
by Fred Haste Jr., 59, hitting 
it head on. Wet roads were 


likely to blame for Adam’s 
loss of control. 

“He lost control in the 
curve and came over into the 
path of the semi,” Luttrell 
said. “The semi tried to avoid 
him but ended up hitting him 
and it actually ejected the 
guy (Adams).” 

Luttrell said Adams was 
not wearing his seatbelt and 
was ejected from the vehicle 
through an open side win¬ 
dow. 

“He did end up with some 
cuts and abrasions,” Luttrell 
said. 

Adams was transported by 
Casey County EMS to Casey 
County Hopsital. Haste did 
not sustain any injury. 


Roger High, 43, of 1954 Poplar 
Springs Road, Liberty, lost con¬ 
trol of his car and crashed into 
a creek inside the city limits on 
Ky. 49 on Jan. 9. Deputy Chad 
G. Weddle charged High with 
first offense DUI, no operator's 
license, and possession of an 
open alcoholic beverage con¬ 
tainer in a motor vehicle. The 
citation states that High admit¬ 
ted to taking 3-4 shots of wine 
prior to the accident.

Preventing disease via livestock vaccination programs

No herd of cattle is the 
same - and for that reason, 
all herds can benefit from 
individually designed vac¬ 
cination programs. 

During Thursday night’s 
monthly meeting about 
65 members of the Casey 
County Cattlemen’s Asso¬ 
ciation gathered for a chili 
supper and to hear from Dr. 
Courtney Brockman about 
the core diseases that all 
cow-calf operations will 
have to deal with at some 
point. 

Basic diseases 
found in cattle 

“Vaccination programs 
prevent disease,” Brock¬ 
man said. “The important 
thing to always remember 
is that your herd is differ¬ 
ent than someone else’s 
herd across the county.” 

In order to design a vac¬ 
cination program for a par¬ 
ticular herd and farm, the 
beef cattle producer must 
have an understanding of 


the basic diseases that they 
are going to deal with. 

“Every cow-calf pro¬ 
ducer in this room will deal 
with one or more of these 
diseases at some point,” 
Brockman said. 

The basic diseases she 
covered include - Viral: In¬ 
fectious Bovine Rhinotra- 
cheitis or IBR; Bovine 
Viral Diarrhea or BVD; 
Parainfluenza or PI-3; and 
Bovine Respiratory Syncy¬ 
tial virus or BRSV. Bacte¬ 
rial diseases: Leptospirosis 
and vibriosis. 

Brockman covered sev¬ 
eral clinical signs and 
symptoms that may help 
farmers identify diseases 
within their herd. 

“With IBR in cows, usu¬ 
ally what you’re going to 
see is abortions at anytime 
of gestation,” she said. “In 
calves you’re probably go¬ 
ing to see fever, lethargy, 
nasal discharge, and in se¬ 
vere cases you’ll see open- 
mouth breathing, ocular 
lesions, and white plaques 
under the tongue.” 

Producers often mistake 
IBR for pink-eye, which 


Brockman said can be dif¬ 
ferentiated by the presence 
of respiratory problems. 

“BVD is super compli¬ 
cated,” she said. “You can 
see everything with BVD 
- in cows, you may clini¬ 
cally see nothing, but she 
may be having some re¬ 
productive losses and mild 
respiratory signs. In calves 
you might see respiratory 
disease as well as weak 
and stillborn calves, birth 
defects, diarrhea and wide- 
base stance.” 

In order to check a calf 
for BVD, producers must 
take an ear notch from the 
calf and send it off to the 
state. 

“At this point right now, 
if you get a calf that comes 
back BVD positive, you 
cannot take that calf to sell 
at the stockyards,” Brock¬ 
man said. “You either have 
to euthanize that calf or 
hold it, raise it, and eat the 
meat yourself.” 

Brockman said there is 
nothing wrong with eating 
the meat, the state is only 
trying to prevent producers 
from giving problems to 


other herds. 

Leptospirosis is main¬ 
tained in the kidneys and 
reproductive tracts of cows 
and is a cause of abortion 
in cows. Lepto is shed in 
urine and can cause a yel¬ 
low tint to the whites of 
eyes, dark urine, and late 
term abortion. 

“Vibrosis is transmitted 
from bulls to cows during 
breeding,” Brockman said. 
“It tends to affect older 
bulls. If you’re leasing a 
bull this may be something 
you want to think about.” 

Dr. Brockman also spoke 
on clostridial diseases, such 
as Black Leg, which affect 
the musculoskeletal, g.i. 
tract, and the liver of cows 
and calves. 

“It is found everywhere 
in the ground,” Brockman 
said. “Cattle will be eating 
and pick it up and it will 
lodge into their muscle tis¬ 
sue. 

“Usually what most 
people see is a dead calf 
and they don’t really know 
why they died,” Brockman 
said. “It’s usually a big, 
fast-growing calf.” 


Vaccine programs 

“Immunity is the ability 
of the body to recognize 
and destroy foreign sub¬ 
stances,” Brockman said. 
“When we vaccinate we 
are injecting a foreign sub¬ 
stance into the body and ex¬ 
pecting the immune system 
to form antibodies against 
that foreign substance.” 

There are two different 
types of vaccines used - 
modified live vaccine and 
killed vaccine. 

“In killed vaccines the vi¬ 
ral particles are not alive,” 
she said. “In the modified 
live vaccine, you have a 
lower number of particles 
but they are alive and have 
the ability to replicate in 
the body.” 

Killed vaccines require 
no mixing on the part of 
producers and give a lon¬ 
ger period of time to ad¬ 
minister. Modified live 
requires mixing and must 
be administered in a timely 
manner, according to direc¬ 
tions given. 

“If the pregnancy status 
of your cows is unknown, 
always go with the killed,” 


Brockman said. “No mat¬ 
ter which vaccine you use, 
always read the directions. 
With the modified live vac¬ 
cine you are always going 
to see a better immune re¬ 
sponse. I think the killed 
products are good and 
they’ll give you the protec¬ 
tion you need, but if you 
can fit a modified live vac¬ 
cine that’s the one I would 
go with.” 

Vaccines help farmers 
prevent against all of these 
basic diseases found in 
cattle herds but if herds are 
not maintained in a healthy 
manner, the vaccines may 
not be as effective. 

Failures in vaccination 
programs can results from 
stress, poor nutrition, poor 
mineral programs, and in¬ 
appropriate administration

Legislative News 


Getting the House in order 
focus of first week of session 


This week marked the start 
of the 2015 Regular Session 
of the Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly. This year’s session 
we are only scheduled to meet 
for 30 days, and we spent the 
first week more or less getting 
the House of Representatives 
in order. 

One of our first responsibili¬ 
ties was to elect the individu¬ 
als who will lead our caucus 
for the next two years. These 
are important and cmcial 
roles, not only for our caucus 
but the General Assembly as 
a whole. As a member of the 
House Republican Caucus, the 
people we selected, Rep. Jeff 
Hoover as our Floor Leader, 
Rep. Stan Lee as our Caucus 
Chair, and Rep. Jim DeCesare 
as our Whip, will not only 
work with us on legislation 
to help our counties and local 
communities, but also seek to 
accomplish the goals we have 
to make Kentucky better by 
reaching across the aisle in a 
bipartisan manner. 

Another item taken care 
of this week is committee as¬ 
signments. These assignments 
are of great importance to you, 
and not only reflect where we 
can use our experience and 
background but also to better 
represent the needs of our dis¬ 
tricts. For example a legislator 
who has extensive background 
in farming, or a lawmaker who 
owns their own business, could 
be a wealth of knowledge to 
the House Committee on Ag¬ 
riculture and Small Business. 

I was blessed to retain the 
committees on which I have 
many years of experience. I 
will continue to serve on Bank¬ 
ing & Insurance (H); Elec¬ 
tions, Const. Amendments and 
Intergovernmental Affairs (H); 
and Tourism Development &

While this year’s legisla¬ 
tion session runs only 30 days, 
we have much work to do in 
Frankfort to address some cm¬ 
cial issues. One is addressing 
the growing scourge of heroin 
in our Commonwealth. Its 
use has increased as we have 
helped crack down on the il¬ 
legal prescription dmg trade. 
According to the State Medi¬ 
cal Examiner’s Office, nearly 
30 percent of the autopsies 
they performed in 2013 on 
deaths attributed to dmg over¬ 
doses were caused by heroin, 
double the number from the

We hope to also tackle issues

Personal Emergency 
Response Systems 

If you’re primarily wor¬ 
ried about your dad falling 
and needing help, one of 
the most commonly used 
and affordable products 
for seniors living alone is 
a personal emergency re¬ 
sponse system (PERS) - 
also known as a medical 
alert device. 

These systems provide 
a wearable pendent button 
- typically in the form of a 
necklace pendent or wrist¬ 
band - and a base station 
that connects to the home 
phone line. 

At the press of a button, 
your dad could call and talk 


Sensor Monitoring 

If you want to keep closer 
tabs on your dad than what 
a PERS offers, consider a 
sensor monitoring system. 
These systems use small 
wireless sensors (not cam¬ 
eras) placed in key areas of 
your dad’s home that can 
detect changes in his activ¬ 
ity patterns, and will notify 
you via text message or 
email if something out of 
the ordinary is happening. 
For instance, if he went to 
the bathroom and didn’t 
leave, it could indicate a 
fall or other emergency. 

You can also check up 
on his patterns anytime 
you want through the sys¬ 
tem’s website. And for ad¬ 
ditional protection, most

6147), BeClose (beclose. 
com, 866-574-1784), Live¬ 
ly (mylively.com, 888-757- 
0711). Lively uses small 
motion sensors that you 
attach to movable objects 
like a pillbox, refrigerator 
door, front door, etc. These 
sensors will track your 
dad’s movement/activity 
and let you know of any ab¬ 
normalities in his routines. 
For example, if he didn’t 
pick up his pillbox to get 
his medicine, or he didn’t 
open the front door to go 
out and retrieve his morn¬ 
ing newspaper, you would 
be notified and can check 


on him. Lively also offers 
a PERS “safety watch” in 
case he falls or needs to 
call for help. 

Another affordable op¬ 
tion to check out is Ever- 
mind (evermind.us, 855- 
677-7625), which lets you 
keep an eye on your dad by 
monitoring his frequently 
used electrical appliances 
through small plug-in sen¬ 
sors. So, for example, if 
your dad doesn’t turn on the 
coffee maker in the morn¬ 
ing, or if he’s not watching 
his favorite television pro¬ 
gram before bedtime, you 
would be notified.

Junction City man 
stabbed by unde

A 23-year-old man was flown to the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky Chandler Medical Center 
in Lexington on Saturday night after he was 
stabbed by his uncle, following a dispute that 
involved a Taser, according to Junction City 
police. 

About 6 p.m., police were called to the resi¬ 
dence at 54 York Lane after a dispute between 
Robert Shawn Hobbs, 49, and his nephew 
Brandon Hobbs, 23, ended in violence. Police 
Chief Merl Baldwin said it began as a verbal 
dispute. The younger Hobbs left the residence 
and returned a short time later with a Taser, 
which he allegedly used three or four times on 
his uncle in the neck and upper torso. The el¬ 
der Hobbs then grabbed a knife off the kitchen 
counter and began stabbing his nephew in the 
chest and upper torso, Baldwin said, and the 
nephew continued to use the Taser on him. 
According to Baldwin, Shawn Hobbs stabbed 
his nephew three times before the younger 
man stopped using the Taser. At that point, the 
stabbing stopped as well and Boyle County 
Emergency Medical Service was called to the 
scene. 

Brandon Hobbs was flown from the scene to 
the UK hospital and taken straight into surgery, 
Baldwin said. His condition is unknown. 

While it may turn out to be a case of self- 
defense, Baldwin said, Robert Shawn Hobbs 
was charged with first-degree assault and 
transported to the Boyle County Detention 
Center. 

Police warn of scam related 
to fallen officers

Please do not provide any credit card or 
bank account information to anyone without 
first verifying their information.” 

Mail discovered in postman's 
shed dates back more 
than 25 years

Some of the mail recovered from a past 
mail carrier’s residence last month dates back 
more than 25 years, according to U.S. Postal 
Service officials. 

The U.S. Postal Service Office of Inspec¬ 
tor General was notified Dec. 16 about mail 
found by a private resident on a property in 
Elizabethtown. 

Postal service spokesman David Walton 
said more than 3,500 pieces of undelivered 
mail dating from 1989 to 1990 was found on 
property once owned by the late Bill Martin. 

Walton said the mail was discovered in a 
shed at the residence. 

The Postal Service OIG reviewed the mail 
^nd found no evidence of tampering. 


The mail was sorted through by the OIG 
and Walton said 12 pieces of the mail was 
found to be in deliverable condition. 

Those pieces were mailed Friday to the cor¬ 
rect owner with a letter of apology. 

Walton said about 3,000 pieces of the mail 
were returned to sender because of a lack of 
proper addressing. About 500 pieces of mail 
were undeliverable because they were badly 
weathered. 

“The Postal Service is delivering the mail 
either to the recipient or returning it to the 
sender to the extent possible,” said Scott Bal¬ 
four, public information officer for the Postal 
Service OIG. 

All of the mail was either first class or stan¬ 
dard mail, meaning advertisements, Walton 
said. 

“The post office regrets that this happened 
but it does not reflect the service the post office 
does eveiy day,” Walton said.

Bardstown native in midst of 
tenor-stricken Paris

A Bardstown native and international jour¬ 
nalist has found himself in the midst of news 
coverage in Paris following the worst terrorist 
attacks in recent French history. 

Michael Kirtley, producer of “The World 
Memory Film Project,” spent much of Fri¬ 
day on French news discussing the impact of 
Wednesday’s slaying of 17 people, including 
10 journalists at the French satirical cartoon 
magazine Charlie Hebdo, by radical Islamists 
with links to A1 Qaeda. 

Armed gunmen stormed the magazine on 
Wednesday and gunned down 10 journalists, 
including some of the most widely known car¬ 
toonists in France, and two police officers. The 
men escaped in a hijacked car and authorities 
lost track of them. The police hunt lasted un¬ 
til Friday morning, when three suspects were 
killed in two separate gun battles with police. 
Media reports late Friday also listed four dead 
hostages and another police officer killed on 
Thursday. 

Kirtley has lived in Paris for three years and 
spent much of his adult life traveling the world 
as a photojoumalist, but still maintains close 
ties with many people in Nelson County and 
said many had contacted him in recent days. 

“I think that what I have heard the most 
is am I OK?” Kirtley said. “What I have felt 
is, the people who have contacted me from 
America have not only been concerned about 
me but concerned about Paris. I think there is 
an affection for Paris. There is kind of an im¬ 
age of Paris. People don’t want these things to 
be destroyed.” 

Kirtley said he thinks there will be a time 
of reflection and questions among the French 
public. 

“There’s no doubt the French themselves 
compare this to 9-11,” Kirtley said. 

Kirtley has lived in Paris for three years but 
visited the city many times over his career. He 
has spent much of his adult life in Europe and 
Africa. He has written and photographed for 
National Geographic, Time, Newsweek and 
other notable news publications and inter¬ 
viewed historic figures including South Afri¬ 
can President Nelson Mandela, Libyan dicta¬ 
tor Muammar Gaddafi and Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat, among others. 

Following the 9-11 attacks, he founded The 
Friendship Caravan to nurture understanding 
among people of diverse cultures and raise 
awareness about climate change. 

He is currently working on The World 
Memory Film Project, a social experiment 
with the goal of producing a crowd-sourced 
documentary solicited on the Internet to raise 
awareness about crimes against humanity.

Casey County Circuit 
Court Judge Judy Vance dis¬ 
posed of numerous cases re¬ 
cently, the majority being for 
dmg charges. 

On Dec. 8, Vance sen¬ 
tenced Melissa Baez to three 
years in prison, pre-trial di¬ 
verted into dmg court, on five 
counts of utter/false/forged 
prescription. Baez was in¬ 
dicted in July on the charges, 
which court records indicate 
happened on Jan. 6, 10, 13, 
Feb. 9, and March 3.

Cook faces additional charges 
on last week's car theft

A Columbia man faces ad¬ 
ditional charges related to a 
car theft and chase in which 
he attempted to elude law en¬ 
forcement officers. 

Zachaiy Hugh Cook, 24, 
of 54 Rudy Lane in Colum¬ 
bia, was originally charged 
on Jan. 5 with theft by un¬ 
lawful taking auto, $500 or 
more but less than $10,000, 
theft by unlawful taking un¬ 
der $500, first-degree fleeing 
or evading police in a motor 
vehicle, third offense DUI, 
first offense driving on a DUI 
suspended license, speeding, 
improper passing, and no op¬ 
erator’s license, court records 


state. 

Cook got into a parked 
2004 Buick LeSabre with 
the motor running in front of 
Wireless 523 on Middleburg 
Street in downtown Liberty 
and drove away. 

Officers spotted the vehicle 
on Ky. 1547 about an hour 
after being taken, gave chase, 
and stopped the vehicle in a 
wooded area off Walnut Hill 
on South U.S. 127. 

Deputy Chad G. Weddle 
filed additional charges 
against Cook late last week 
including three counts of first- 
degree wanton endangerment 
of police officers, reckless 
driving, and four counts of 
first-degree criminal mis¬ 
chief. 


Court records state that 
while attempting to stop the 
vehicle, Cook drove the vehi¬ 
cle directly at officers’ cruis¬ 
ers on Ky. 1547, continuing to 
drive at a high rate of speed, 
passing multiple vehicles. 

Also, Cook aimed the ve¬ 
hicle at Officer Doug Tarter 
as he stood on Shut-in Road, 
off Walnut Hill. 

In connection with the 
criminal mischief charges, 
three police cmisers were 
damaged in addition to the 
stolen car. 

Other officers involved in 
the apprehension were Lt. 
Ronnie Smith, Deputy Free¬ 
man Luttrell, and Sheriff Jerry 
Coffman. 


KSP Post 15 investigates 18 
traffic accidents in December 


During the month of De¬ 
cember 2014, there were 
18 traffic accidents inves¬ 
tigated by the State Police 
working in the Post 15 area 
in the 11 counties of Adair, 
Casey, Clinton, Cumber¬ 
land, Green, Marion, Met¬ 
calfe, Monroe, Russell, 
Taylor and Washington. 

There were three fatal 
collisions in the Post 15 
area — Brittany Sanders, 


22, of Louisville was killed 
on Dec. 23 in Metcalfe 
County; Jackie B. Lynch, 
35, of Albany was killed on 
Dec. 29 in Clinton Coun¬ 
ty; and Ronald E. Harlan, 
55, of Elizabethtown, was 
killed on Dec. 30 in Adair 
County. 

This brings our yearly fa¬ 
tality count to 37 compared 
with 27 through this same 
period in 2013. 


State wide fatality count 
stands at 663 compared 
with 638 through this same 
period in 2013. 

During the month of De¬ 
cember 2014, there were 
1,662 citations written, 36 
courtesy notices written, 
1,198 vehicles inspected, 
655 complaints answered, 
65 motorists assisted, 71 
criminal cases opened and 
313 criminal arrests made.

More charges filed against Godbey

A Casey County man who 
already faces a long list of 
criminal charges had more 
added this week. 

Harold Jay Godbey II, 37, 
of Liberty, was arrested on 
Dec. 20 just after 6 p.m. after 
eluding police for the better 
part of the day. 

Godbey began his alleged 
crime spree about 7:30 a.m. 
when he broke into Liberty 
Motors and stole several 
items including a micrometer, 
binoculars, and a chainsaw, 
among other items, a court 
report states. 

While at Liberty Motors, 
Godbey tried to steal a 2003 
Saturn Vue but was unsuc¬ 
cessful. He then took a 2003 
Hyundai SUV from the auto 
dealer, stated Chief Steven 
Garrett. 

Charges stemming from 
the break-in at Liberty Motors 
include third-degree burglary, 
first-degree criminal mis¬ 
chief, third-degree criminal 
mischief, three counts of theft 
by unlawful taking, more than 
$500 but less than $10,000, 
and no operator’s license. 


Later that day, Deputy Chad 
G. Weddle saw Godbey in the 
Hyundai and gave chase on 
Tennessee Ridge Road, end¬ 
ing on Scherrer Road. 

Godbey crashed through a 
wire fence on Carl Hoffman’s 
property, striking several trees 
and then fleeing on foot into 
the woods after wrecking the 
vehicle. 

Sheriff Jerry Coffman said 
that Godbey then entered a 
garage on Tennessee Ridge 
Road belonging to Eula Hat¬ 
field. 

He later took a 2004 Chev¬ 
rolet Silverado pickup be¬ 
longing to Charlotte Garrett. 
The truck was recovered on 
Amos Woodmm Road. 

Godbey was arrested at a 
residence that night by Coff¬ 
man, Weddle, Officer Kerry 
Patten, and Constable Roger 
Garrett. Deputy Freeman Lut¬ 
trell also assisted in the case. 

Charges related to the inci¬ 
dent also include first-degree 
fleeing or evading police in a 
motor vehicle, second-degree 
fleeing or evading police on 
foot, no operator’s license, 
second-degree criminal mis¬ 
chief, second-degree criminal 
trespass, third-degree bur¬ 


glary, and two counts of theft 
by unlawful taking, auto. 

Additional charges 

Weddle arrested Godbey 
again on Jan. 5 and charged 
him with theft by unlawful 
taking under $500, second- 
degree attempted burglary, 
second-degree criminal mis¬ 
chief, and attempted theft by 
unlawful taking of an auto¬ 
mobile over $500 but under 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Court documents show that 
Godbey admitted to taking a 
pocket knife from a package 
left at a residence on Tennes¬ 
see Ridge and used the knife 
to try and enter Michael Mon¬ 
day’s home, damaging a win¬ 
dow molding and frame. 

In addition, Godbey ad¬ 
mitted to trying to steal yet 
another vehicle on Tennessee 
Ridge Road that same day be¬ 
longing to Kenneth Monday. 
Godbey found the keys in the 
ashtray but was unsuccessful 
in starting the vehicle, court 
records state. 

Godbey remains in the 
Casey County Detention 
Center under a $25,000 cash 
bond.
